Norfolk, Va.. Feb. lil—The dirig 


ible Roma exploded at 2 p. m today 
with a loss of 2« lives of the MS men 
the ship carried. Onl.i ten were res 
cued. All the rescued were badly in 
jured and have been removed to the 
army base hospital. 


Captain Perishes 


Captain Maybree, in command oi 


the ship, was among: tr.ose burned to 
death. The ship en tried a crew of 3.S 
wen when it left Langley field. Th» 
rudder broke as it circled over the 
army base and the bag descended 
slowly to the earth and struck the 
ground. The bag was eneveloped in 
flames. 


Can't Approach It 


The intense lieat of the flames'ren- 


dered rescue work impossible and un- 
til the fire is extinguished it will not 
be possible to bring out the dead. 


Bought in Italy 


The Roma was purchased by the 


United States government from the 
Italian government. It was brought 
to this country aboard ship, after the 
disaster to the dirigible ZR2, purchas- 
ed from Great Britain, and which ex- 
ploded over the city of Hull in Eng- 
land. The huge airship was making 
a. series of .test flights. It had plan- 
ned to mnke a tour of the whole Unit, 
ed States, and an attempt was to be 
made by the Roma to smash the 
world's record speed with a dirigible. 
Langley field officials expected the 
•hip to make 90 miles an hour on the 
trip. The accident took place 
hours after the ship left her hangar 
at Langley field. 


Helium Taken Out 


The Roma has juat been emptied of 


helium gas, which is non-explosive 
and 
not inflammable. 
The ship 


contained all the helium in the coun- 
try.. Naval authorities ordered 
it 


taken from the bag and stored, and 
ordinary field gas. as used in balloon 
inflation was substituted. The oper- 
ation of the change in gas was com- 
pleted Saturday. 


Had Liberty Motors 


Today's flight was the firrt one 


taken with Liberty motors. The new 
power plant was installed at Wash- 
ington where the ship was christened 
The Italian engine refused to func- 
tion properly in cold weather and it 
was taken out in December and the 
Liberties put in its place. 


Secoad in Six Months 


The disaster to the Roma is the 


Second that has overtaken an air 
cruiser built for the United States 
by a foreign government in six 
months. The ZRl built for this coun- 
try by Great Britain, which explod- 
ed at Hull. England, on August 23. 
UCil. cost of lives of 02 men. There 
were «• on board when the huge ship 
exploded, and four survived. At the 
time of the ZR2 disaster, the Roma 
was still under the course of con- 
struction. 
Both the Roma and the 


ZR2 were the outgrowth of the Ger- 
man zeppelin type of airship. The 
Roma, however, was much smaller 
than the ZR2. Her gas volume was 
1.24HI.OOO cubic feet while that of the 
ZR2 was 2.7.-.0.000 cnolc feet. 


Thirty-five men were killed when

Roma exploded on Hampton 


Roads, the navy department advised 
in a radio message from the naval 
operating base at Hampton Roads.

ments in tlie rural department of the 
State Normal school is expected to 
cause a substantial increase in the 
membership of the freshman class at 
the High school next fall, Public 
school authorities anticipating this 
condition, are already devising plans 
to aceomodate the increased enroll* 
ment. 


The Normal Is raising the standard 


of the students it will hereafter accept 
in its rural department by adoption of 
a higher entrance requirement The 
new policy will eventually exclude all 
rtndents who are not high school grad- 
ual e». 


to Bar Eighth Graders 


On aie-wrat of the scarcity of teach* 


ers, the i.^rmal rural department has 
taken stua^.its up to this time stud- 
ents from fc.Jilh grades and given 
them an intens: o training for three 
years, equal to a lou. year high school 
jeourse in number el .iours of work. 
This is the' course w..i:<] is to be 
eliminated by raising the e-lrnnce re- 
quirement year by year. 


Beginning next fall, students on- 


rolling in the rural departm. :t ^~. 
have completed a ninth graae educa- 
tion. The following yea,- a tenth grade 
education will be the requirement, the 
next year an eleventh grade training 
and finally the twelth grade, or an 
education equal to the full-fledged 
high school graduate. 


Seek Nature Students 


''We want more mature students as 


rural school teachers and want them 
better trained," Prof. 0- W. Neale, 
director of the Normal rural depart- 
ment, declared in explaining the 
change. The courses to be continued 
are the one and the two years courses 
for High school graduates. The one 
year course gives the student a first 
grade county certificate and entitles 
him or her to teaeh in any rural school 
for five years. The two year course, 
known as the diploma course, gives 
the graduate a-life certificate. This 
is made especially attractive by the 
state bonus feature which makes spec, 
ial remuneration awards after the 
first year of teaching. 


To Elevate Standard 


With the new and higher entrance 


requirements the rural uepartment will 
get more mature people for training 
as teachers, elevating the standard of 
the rural school instructor. "We con- 
tend that the country school is en- 
titled to as well trained and well qual- 
ified teachers as the city school," Mr. 
Neale said. "With better teachers 
consolidation must come and this is 
the solution of the whole rural prob- 
lem. When we. get consolidation we 
can get the best teachers and pay 
them better salaries and then the 
country boys and girk will have equal 
opportunities with the city boys and 
girls." 


Will Go to High School 
Pint year students in the rural de- 


partment at the Normal number 50 
this year. While it is impossible to 
ascertain whether a corresponding 
number win" be turned away next 
jear because ot the ninth grade en« 
trance condition, it is believed they 
will nearly approach that number. 
There is reason to believe that they 
will then enroll as freshmen in the lo- 
cal High school.

LIGHTS IN DAi&R 


Legislation • Proposed as a 
Safe- 


Guard to Farrac:~ Driv- 


foS at Night 


"ITo -lound reason has ever been 


idvanced to show that horse-drawn 
vehicles should not carry lights at 
night as well a* motor-driven ve, 
nicies," says "Good Roads," published 
at Madison. "It is in the interest tx 
the owner of a horse-drawn vehicle 
to carry a light to prevent accident. 
On occasions when the matter has 
been broached in the legislature the 
objection has been raised that the 
farmer would be opposed to it. We 
cannot believe that he would, as such 
legislation would be in his own in- 
terest. There is just as much reason 
why a farmer should carry a light on 
his wagon as that he snould carry one 
on his automobile. Inevitably a law 
providing for this protection will be 
passed. 


John Hoevler, electrical engineer of 


the Wisconsin Industrial commission, 
makes an appeal to the drivers of 
horse-drawn vehicles to carry a mark- 
er light on their vehicles for protec- 
tion. Commenting: on the present 
condition, Mr. Hoeveler says: 


" ' The farmer is in serious dan- 


ger on the country roads at night. 
While the state head light law re 
quires the automobilist to have such 
lights as will enable him to distin- 
guish a person or ol:iet substantial 
object -<X> feet abend, it is a common 
practice to drive so fast that even 
though -the headlights pick up the 
course of the horse and bugfjy at 
this distance it is not possible to 
avoid collision. 
'" ' The fact that the automobilist 
may violate both the headlight and 
the speed laws,' says Mr. Hoeveler, 
'miiy enable the driver of the horse 
drawn vehicle to recover damages, 
bnt will not protect him from serious 
injury. It is clear"/ »n his interests 
to safeguard himself. This can best 
be done by placing n light on the left 
side of the bupgy. visible both from 
the front and the rear. Such a light 
will warn the automobilist more than 
1.000 feet away on a straight level 
road where the speeding, is usually 
done, and will enable him to know 
how much clearance he must allow to 
safely pass the horse and boggy. The 
best possible arrangement would be 
to have a white liRhi in frortt and n 
red light in the rear, bnt a white light 
to the* left will, in wiost cases, afford 
protection.'"
